Tho color Is a bright, gr«enlah 
blue, so thai, it will 1)0 nioio nvallikblo 
for doconiiiiMi than Kn-ni-l* liluo or 
cobalt blue, both of which are of a 
purplish caat, aod do not mix well 
with other eolors, while It appoars 
to bo as pnrinanunt iis oltlior of 
them. Thr oih..,- i-oloi- u a black, 
which has been iiiacic liy iruatin^ cam- 
phor with sulphuric acid, liy stoop- 
ing camphor lu strong sulphuric acid 
a jolly-like mnss is formed, of a rod 
diah color. Wlien this is heated. It 
bo Us, giving off fumes of sulphurous 
aeld, aad turns Intausely black. By 
evaporation the unconverted exoeee of 
acid and camphor la driven ofl; and 
blook mai* remalna, which leema to 
have the quolitiea of Indian Ink. Like 
Indian ink, it can be apparently dis 
aolved in water, and remains sua- 
paodod for a long time. We hope that 
aom» one will pursue tho subject of 
Ihia oamphor-blncU.
